The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No reference 
was found anticipating or a combination of references found making obvious the method 
of claim 1 including the step of providing an indication, in response to the measurement, 
of whether any hole in quantity 'n' is defective, wherein I sub b is approximately 10 
microamps, R is at least 0.2 square cm/sec, area A1 is approximately 25 square 
micrometers, and an average noise current per contact opening is less than 9 nA.
